If clerical readers of this 
paragraph have not received a copy of this question¬ 
naire, they should notify Kirby Page, at 3947 47th 
street, Long Island city, New York, immediately. If 
they have delayed in sending in their replies, let them 
lay this paper down long enough to attend to this obli¬ 
gation at once. If they have discharged this duty, let 
them start today to prepare for the local interpretation 
of the meaning of this poll which the group of sponsors 
is suggesting shall take place on a national scale on 
Monday, May 7, five days after the publication of 
the results in the press. Where do the ministers of 
America stand on peace? Do your part to see that the 
answer of the Christian ministry is expressed in the 
most formidable terms, and that ten thousand com¬ 
munities know what that answer is. 

Leopold III Becomes 
King of Belgium 

I EOPOLD III has succeeded to the throne of Bel- 
-*gium in succession to his father, King Albert. It 
was cruel irony that the late king, a strong and skilled 
mountaineer, should have met his death by a fall from 
a little neighborhood cliff not impressive enough to 
make such an experienced climber careful. Albert had 
the affection of his people and the admiration of the 
world. If there must be kings, they should be such 
kings as he was. Leopold, who comes to the throne at 
thirty-two, almost exactly the age of his father at his 


accession twenty-five years ago, faces a situation 
fraught with difficulties. Report credits him with the 
finest qualities of character and personality and with 
good training for the duties which he has assumed. 
But there are two aspects of Belgium’s internal condi¬ 
tion which contain threatening possibilities. The close 
and friendly relations which have long continued be¬ 
tween Belgium and France are menaced by the develop¬ 
ment of a widespread anti-French sentiment among the 
Belgian people. A sufficiently drastic change in popu¬ 
lar feeling within the country will inevitably produce a 
significant alteration in the international alignment, 
which cannot fail to be a serious matter for a little na¬ 
tion whose strength and security are chiefly in its more 
powerful friends. And the communist movement in 
Belgium is growing with ominous rapidity. The young 
king has his work cut out for him. 

Fighting the Child 
Labor Amendment 

T is difficult to hang on to any large degree of pa¬ 
tience when considering the opposition to the child 
labor amendment. Everybody seems to agree that if 
the NRA has accomplished any one undisputed good 
it is to be found in its abolition of child labor. (That 
abolition is, of course, temporary, being limited to the 
life of NRA which, under the present law, means one 
year more.) Nobody can be found to stand up in open 
defense of child labor practices. Yet here are men like 
Dr. A. Lawrence Lowell, Dr. Nicholas Murray Buder 
and a “prince of the church,” Cardinal O’Connell, sol¬ 
emnly warning the country against adopting the amend¬ 
ment. Why? Because of their fears that congress, be¬ 
ing granted power to legislate, will legislate in such 
fashion as to make it impossible for children to help 
wash dishes in the family kitchen, or for aspiring young¬ 
sters to tend furnaces as a means of working their way 
through college! It is not a year since the nation was 
being told that it must repeal the eighteenth amend¬ 
ment because of its fundamental legal fallacy in em¬ 
bodying a definite statute of legislation rather than a 
grant of legislative power. Dr. Buder will recall the 
argument. The child labor amendment has been so 
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written as to meet exactly that objection. It does not 
enact a specific piece of legislation, but it does give con¬ 
gress the power—which the supreme court has said it 
does not now have—to legislate against child labor. If 
congress, knowing that it must face both executive and 
judicial review, is not competent to wield that power, 
then still less so is the dictatorial NRA. What the 
Lowell-Butler-O’Connell argument really amounts to 
is a declaration that a democratic form of government 
is incompetent to deal with a social issue. If the nation 
concedes that, it concedes its own doom. 

Ohio Commandant Probes 
Motives of Pacifists 

■\X/"E have spoken before of the curious thing that 
happened at Ohio State university when, of fif- 
teen conscientious objectors who asked to be excused 
from drill in the R.O.T.C., eight were excused on the 
ground that they were “sincere” and seven were not ex¬ 
cused on the ground that they were “not sincere.” Just 
what were the criteria of sincerity which the committee 
—which included the commandant of the R.O.T.C.— 
took into account, has yet to be disclosed. The distinc¬ 
tion between excusable and inexcusable pacifists was not 
drawn on the line between members of such pacifist 
churches as the Quakers and Mennonites and the mem¬ 
bers of other churches or of none. The cases were 
considered individually—“on their merits,” it would 
probably be said. But just what are the merits of the 
procedure of setting up the military commandant as 
one of the judges of the sincerity of anybody’s objec¬ 
tion to bearing arms? Two things ought to be done 
at once in the interest of justice and decency. Pres¬ 
sure ought to be increased on Ohio State university to 
do away with the compulsory feature of its military 
drill. The Ohio churches are not unaware of this duty 
and appropriate steps are being taken. But in addition 
to that, still more prompt action ought to be taken to 
get a judicial decision on the right of an institution of 
learning, or a committee of three appointed by the 
president of the institution, to pass judgment upon the 
sincerity of students who claim to be conscientiously 
opposed to war and all that goes with it. The expelled 
students have a right to their day in court. So has the 
university. It would be interesting to know the grounds 
upon which it practiced this discrimination. But the 
university can afford to wait better than the students 
can. If they have a right to an education, they have a 
right to it now. (See letter on page 332.) 

Should the United States 
Recognize Pu-yi? 

TAST week, unless Japanese plans miscarried, Henry 
1 'Pu-yi, after an ambiguous period as chief of an 
ambiguous state, was crowned emperor of Manchukuo. 
It is necessary to chronicle the event in this somewhat 
tentative fashion because this issue must go to press be¬ 
fore the coronation actually occurs, and unexpected 
events have been known to interfere with far eastern 
political arrangements. But the Japanese plans have 


been well laid, and there is every reason to believe that 
by the time these words are read Henry Pu-yi will have 
passed into history, and Kang Teh will be seeking rec¬ 
ognition as the first modern emperor of the Manchus. 
Should that recognition be granted? News dispatches 
from Washington have been hinting that the Roose¬ 
velt administration is getting ready to take that step. 
To do so would, of course, involve abandonment of the 
Stimson doctrine. But the Stimson doctrine is held to 
have been only a formula, with little functional rela¬ 
tion to the actual course of international politics. By 
abandoning the formula, the Washington reports more 
than hint, the government hopes to gain Japanese as¬ 
sent to a new naval treaty, embodying only slight 
changes in the present naval ratios, when the present 
treaty expires in 1936. Whether these hints emanate 
from the state department or the new Japanese propa¬ 
ganda bureau in Washington it is impossible, at this 
distance, to tell. But the choice confronting the United 
States is not difficult to see. It is a choice between a 
long-range foreign policy that is both ethically and po¬ 
litically sound, and a surrender to expediency which can 
bring only a temporary gain. Giving up the Stimson 
doctrine will not permanently satisfy Japan’s imperial¬ 
ists, even though it may induce them to adopt a con¬ 
ciliatory attitude in the naval conference of 1935. 
Nothing will satisfy the Tokyo militarists in the long 
run but recognition of Japan’s right to as much of the 
eastern Asiatic mainland as she thinks necessary to sat¬ 
isfy her “imperial destiny.” 

Preparedness for 
Revenue Only 

NCE upon a time it was considered ethical for gov- 
vernments to send out privateers, authorized under 
“letters of marque and reprisal,” to prey upon an en¬ 
emy’s commerce. This legalized piracy was a profitable 
business for the privateers. Naturally they did what 
they could to prolong any war which gave them their 
opportunity, and they raised a great uproar when the 
sweet privilege of making private profit out of a public 
calamity was withdrawn from them. Once upon a time, 
also, it w r as the custom of princes whose soldiery were 
not at the moment occupied to rent them out as mer¬ 
cenaries to governments whose own subjects were either 
inadequate to carry on a war successfully or more will¬ 
ing to pay than to fight. That was profitable business 
for the princes or states that farmed out their citizens 
as mercenaries. Our more squeamish age has come to 
frown upon this practice also. But strangely enough we 
still continue to permit the manufacture and sale of 
armaments to be a private business carried on for profit 
—and what a profit! Bethlehem Steel had a profit of 
$633,000,000 from 1916 to 1918 inclusive, or nearly 
four times its profit for the preceding three years. Cur¬ 
tiss-Wright stock rose 95 per cent and Curtiss Aero¬ 
nautical 232 per cent in January of this year with no 
other stimulus than the Vinson naval bill (introduced 
January 9) providing for the construction of about 
2,000 naval planes. Excessive private profits from mil¬ 
itary and naval armament do not merely lay too heavy

My dear Kirby, 


I am writing for some information and help on a 
personal problem, which I think yon may be able to give me. You 
may recall that the last time I saw you in Chicago I told you 
abput the deplorable conditions here in the College. Yell, they 
have been getting progressively worse. For various reasons the 
President is on the warpath, to get rid of everyone who ever 
tries to do any thinking for himself. He has just recommended 
to the Board the reduction of the personnel of the Department of 
Religion to one man. In the light of Dr. Robison's 24 years of 
service over against my 6, this naturally means that I am to be 
dropped for next year. It was done presumably on the basis of 
economic^ necessity, and I think passed on that ground. 


But, regardless of details, with which you are not 
esnecially concerned, I am out of a teaching position for next 
year. As you know, this means a desperate situation this late 
in the year, under present conditions. 


I am wondering if you have by any chance come in 
touch with any openings in which I would be interested. You have 
a great many contacts with colleges and universities that might 
give you access to something. I would be willing to take any¬ 
thing in the field of Religion or Philosophy, tho naturally my 
preference would be in my own special field. New Testament. 

By the way I know you will be interested, to know that I sot my 
D h.D. last December. Yitb that barrier out of the way and ten 
years of teaching experience, in addition to my background of 
world travel, I feel that I am ready for a real job. My nreference 
would be in a graduate school of religion if possible, but of course 
I am not choicy undarr present conditions. 

There are two places about which I want to ask 
you specifically. The first is regarding a possible opening at 
Brown University. I noticed a few days ago, in the Christian 
Century, that Dr. Millar Burrows of Brown had been elected to 
a position at Yale. As soon as I heard about it I wrote Dean 
Charles W.Gilkey asking if he knew President Barbour and would 
make a contact for me. For some reason I have not heard from 
him at all. I presume that he has written but*Kot had an answer.

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Do you have any knowledge of the situation there or any contact 
with the institution that would he of any help if there is an 
opening now? 

The other place is the newly announced National 
Institution of Public Affairs to be established at Washington. 

I understand that there will be a definite place in that program 
for character education training. I don't know much about what 
it is to be, but if it will be a real school of research and 
training in public problems including ethical aspects, I would 
like a chance for closer^ contact with it. Of course I wouldn't 
; ant ot get mixed up in an institution that was subject to 
political control where there was no chance for ’real constructive 
work. Do you know anything about its details? If so, will there 
be any place for the sort of work I am qualified to do? Do you 
have contact with anyone who is responsible for it so that you 
could make a contact for me? 

Surely there must be something that can be made 
available that will give a chance for real work in the field 
of religious leadership. I would consider a church if I could 
make contacts with a good one. I am on the trail of some, but 
nothing definite has developed yet. 

I know that you will be willing to help me in 
any way that you can, and I will appreciate it more than I can say. 
I realize that you are swamped with work, but you must have come 
contacts that will be of value. 

I am enclosing the questionnaire that came some 
time ago. I hope it isn't too late. In the rush o? many extra 
duties, family sickness, etc., I just didn't get around to it 
earlier. I hope you have had the kind of response that will put 
a real ''kick" into the peace movement in this critical time.

It 
is not beyond possibility that the Christian Coun¬ 
cil may be Bhamed into action although, as I see 
it now, I am not going to them again. 

Let me repeat my thanks for your prompt reply. 

I am ashamed that I had to ask for it, but it may 
be good for us to discover just where and who our 
opponents are.

Religious Educators 
in Session 

at the 

Annual Meetings of the International Council 


AN INTERESTED observer, walking down the cor- 

/A ridors of the third and fourth floors of the Stevens 
^ Hotel, Chicago, between February 7 and 17, 1934, 
found himself moving through a panorama of Christian 
education. Let the reader in imagination go with him on 
a tour of exploration. 

For four days, February 7-10, this reader is in the midst 
of a bevy of committee meetings. Down the hall he passes 
attractively lettered signs on the doors showing members 
the way to interesting committees on such subjects as the 
religious education of children, religious education of 
youth, religious education of adults, leadership training, 
church school administration, field program, group 
graded lessons, improved uniform lessons, parent educa¬ 
tion, weekday church schools, vacation church schools, 
and camps and summer schools. 

* These names may sound somewhat formidable in a list 
like this. If the visitor, however, stops at the various 
doors, he finds the leaders of over forty Protestant denomi¬ 
nations, staff members of state and provincial councils, 
professors of religious education, college presidents, mem¬ 
bers of the International Council staff, and others. He sees 
them divided up into groups and busily engaged morning, 
afternoon, evening, and in sub-committees at breakfast, 
luncheon, dinner, working on many phases of the total 
Christian education program. 

Then, the visitor might wander into Room 457, the 
headquarters office of the International Council. There he 
finds materials on display and for sale, secretaries busily 
at work typing committee reports and other documents, 
members of the staff and chairmen of committees going 
in and out getting materials for use, banquet tickets being 
sold for the meetings coming the following week, hurried 
conferences, and other activities always in progress. 

If this visitor remains over the following week, 
February 12-17, and walks down the same halls, he will 
see another manifestation of the way in which all the 
Protestant forces are working together in Christian edu¬ 
cation. Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday, he finds six¬ 
teen professional advisory sections in session. Each morn¬ 
ing at 9:00 o’clock he sits with the members of all sec¬ 
tions in a twenty-five minute worship service. Then he 
walks down the same corridors again and finds the various 
rooms decorated with the names of these sections begin¬ 
ning with adult work and ranging alphabetically all 
through children’s work, editors, missionary education, 
pastors, professors of religious education, publishers, state 
and regional executives, and so on through to young 
people’s work at the end of the alphabet. In these he finds 
much larger groups than in the committee meetings the 
first week. These are the professional associations in 
which all the persons engaged in a particular form of pro-

fessional work come together to build and renew per¬ 
sonal fellowships; to consider professional standards and 
ideals, to share the best of each person’s experience with 
that of others, to listen to addresses, to share in discus¬ 
sions, and to plan concerted programs of work. At these 
sessions there are panel discussions, committee reports, 
and significant addresses made by such persbns as Kirby 
Page, Paul Hutchinson, Ernest Thomas, W,\W. Charters, 
Luther A. Wetgle, Arthur E. Holt, W. S. Sadler, and many 
others. 

On Wednesday evening, the visitor shares in the ban¬ 
quet of the Quadrennial Convention and remains with the 
other delegates throughout Thursday. (A separate report 
of this convention appears elsewhere in this issue.) On 
Friday, he sits as an interested visitor at the meeting of the 
Educational Commission at which the results of the many 
conferences and committee meetings witnessed during the 
preceding ten days are focused in recommendations of 
policy, program, and materials for approval. On Satur¬ 
day, he attends the annual meeting of the International 
Council itself to which, as the final parliamentary body, 
the reports of the Educational Commission and other mat¬ 
ters of policy and program are brought. In these many 
meetings he finds approximately one thousand leaders in 
religious education at work. 

Among the outstanding results of these meetings, men¬ 
tion should be made of a united youth movement. The* 
leaders of the denominations and other cooperating 
agencies have agreed to unite upon a concerted youth pro¬ 
gram, under some such name as “Christian Youth Build¬ 
ing a New World.” In this program, provision will be 
made for building a new person, a new home, a new 
ehurch, a new community, a new nation, and a new world . 
In addition to this, significant progress was made in con¬ 
nection with weekday church schools, leadership training, 
adult work, parent education, children’s work, church 
school administration, and other lines of united activity. 

Late on Saturday afternoon the visitor sees the twelve 
days of meetings coming to a close. The Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Council has just had the last item on its 
docket which is, as always, a touching and beautiful re¬ 
port on the lives and service of those in the religious edu-, 
cation fellowship who have died during the year, with a 
closing prayer of memory and dedication; then it has ad :

The wise superintendent will steer official boards firmly 
but cheerfully along the high mad, leal they run into the 
ditch of carping criticism. Sunday schools are often scape¬ 
goats for over-taut adult nerves and outlets for thwarted 
desires to dominate. And the superintendent, while we 
are on the subject, should be enough of a psychiatric 
diagnostician to recognize inferiority flaring up in auto¬ 
cratic control, and a well-meaning teacher s lovelessness 
finding its antidote in the adulation of children. 

Continuing to think about linking an education program 
with the church, we can easily recognize that in our lead¬ 
ers (trustees, deacons, etc.) we have a vast resource of 
occasional leadership. Special events, worship programs, 
classes which have come to a point where expert knowl¬ 
edge or judgment is required, and services which need 
special leaders, afford many opportunities for the use of 
men and women who are not able to lake regular assign¬ 
ments, such as teaching a class, thereby affording them a 
sense of the importance of religious education, and of the 
“one-ness” of the church’s entire program. 

One of our elders, splendidly equipped for teaching 
in our school, hut prevented by other duties from taking 
a regular class, has rendered most effective leadership in 
three annual Church School Staff Conferences, the most 
recent of which was held on the four-masted schooner 
“Seth Parker.” His guidance of the evening discussion 
in the cabin is remembered as a significant experience by 
the teachers and officers who were present. As a conse¬ 
quence of his help, and his frequent pertinent comments 
at Session meetings, the governing body of our church is 
aware of what our teachers are thinking and trying to ac¬ 
complish. 

“But,” someone might say, “our church isn't organized 
that way* Our school is controlled by a board made up 
of teachers and officers.” It is almost inevitable that, in the 
minds of some of the members of a parish, such a school 
organization denotes a “side-track” view of religious edu¬ 
cation. Perhaps the time has come for us to have a new 
kind of wedding ceremony. Marry the Sunday school and 
the church! Who “put asunder” the parish in the first 
place, and used “it” about the Sunday school and “we” 
about the adult parish life? Actually we are all “we.” 

More and more we are helping our boys and girls to 
feel that they are a part of the Church of Christ, and more 
and more we are helping them to serve the church in such 
ways that adults of the parish know that our church is 

it 5? 

one. 

A year ago our juniors and intermediates wanted to 
know more about our neighbor church (St. James Luth¬ 
eran), the way the boys and girls worship there, and the 
real meaning of “Lutheran.” A service was arranged for 
us in the church across the avenue, with our own choirs in 
processional, with one of our own ministers sharing the 
worship leadership with the pastor, and with an illumi¬ 
nating explanation by our most gracious host of the meth¬ 
ods of worshiping God used by his people. Needless to 
say that our Presbyterian girls and hoys, and their leaders, 
profited immensely by this experience of congregational 
neighborliness, and, being Presbyterians, by the reverence 
engendered by the Lutheran sanctuary. In asking permis¬ 
sion of our Session to share in such a significant fellow¬ 
ship, it was suggested that it would be a genuine inspira¬ 
tion to have our friend, the Lutheran pastor, return our 
call by preaching to our adult congregation. In the nego¬ 
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tiations, and in the happy outcome of the day, our school 
rendered a conspicuous service to our entire church. 

Choir visitations, followed by preaching exchanges, with 
the young people of St. James Presbyterian church (a 
Negro congregation) was another distinctive service to our 
church, in the cause of inter-racial understanding and 
goodwill. _ 

On a recent Sunday, one of our young people’s choirs 
“came to the rescue” of the church in an emergency. The 
occasion was “Bible Sunday,” with a visit by representa¬ 
tives of the New York Bible Society at the evening service. 
What to have for special music was a question to be de¬ 
cided quickly. A canvass of the choirs of the church found 
the Adult and Senior Girls’ Choirs singing at the eleven 
o’clock service, the Junior and Intermediate Choirs sing¬ 
ing at the early church service for boys and girls (held in 
the sanctuary and taking the place of the traditional open¬ 
ing exercises), and the Young People’s Choir singing at 
the early evening young people’s service. “Which choir 
can sing something appropriate to Bible Sunday?” was 
the question. Immediately it was found that at the early 
service, the Intermediate Choir was to sing “Thy Word Is 
Like a Garden, Lord.” By special request this choir num¬ 
ber was repeated, to the delight of the evening congrega¬ 
tion. 

Our church schools must not assume that they are “laws 
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unto themselves.” They are a part of the on-going church 
life, and by assuming responsibility for the churches of 
whiclt they are constituent, they can go far toward building 
a two-rail road toward the Kingdom. 

The bringing in of the Kingdom in New \ork City (not 
lhe easiest place to attempt it!) has something vital to do 
with inter-racial goodwill, a finer nationalism than we 
have known, the abolition of war, interdenominational un¬ 
derstanding, a respectful consideration for the many reli¬ 
gions of the world, economic justice and fair-play in 

industry, and-- complete your own list ! These have, at 

least in some degree, been focalized in our parish by the 
emphases that have come from our church school, and our 
program of adult education. 

The courtship is progressing steadily with us, and in 
many other churches, to the delight of an increasing num¬ 
ber of well-wishers among relatives of goodwill and vision.

I wonder how general that situation 
is. I will keep you in touch with further developments 
among us.

Dear Kirby: 

I want some advice. The Westminster Foundation, 
which has supported my work here at O.S.U. is under¬ 
going such a heavy cut in its income for the coming 
year that it will be unable to continue to support 
me. This may be bed, and then again, it may be good: 
for I have grave doubts that I could continue in 
this church for another year and be effective. While 
I have taken nearly all of the students with me, my 
contacts with the members of the church have been 
so indirect that my radical teachings have caused 
considerable opposition already: they know my religion 
principally by rumor, and they perhaps naturally be¬ 
come disturbed when one of their sons or daughters 
comes home and tells the family that the religion of 
Jesus in the world today means pacifism, socialism, 
and racial equality. The spiritual lethargy of the 
church and its almost hopeless implication in the 
present social and economic order make me wonder 
if my maximum contribution to the building of the 
Family of God on earth can be through the position of 
minister in a church. If it is the right place. I'll 
enjoy it all the more because it is a hard fight. 

It would be a great help if one could have an 
independent income of some kind while he was in a 
church, for he would be much more free. Do you feel 
that in the light of my background and my present 
attitudes I should be able to make the greatest pro¬ 
gress with a small church or a larger one, with work¬ 
ing people or a more typical church group? If an 
opening should come as a senior case worker in the 
Unemployment Relief Service, do you think it would be 
worth the time? Such a position might open in Chicago. 

Don’t feel rushed to answer: for I know that 
you are tremendously busy. If you are unable to write 
before the Social Action Conference, perhaps we can 
talk then; at any rate. I’ll be looking forwprd to 
seeing you there.

I have been going like a house on fire for the past three 
weeks, which will ex-rlain w v y you have not heard from me. 

Many many thanks for the $25 • It was a big help, for the exche¬ 
quer was even iower than T haire known the W. T* a to be. 

VCe are faced with a new problem down here and we are taxing our 
wits to find a way out. First of ail a word by way of explanation. 
Shortly after the w ar, six coal Co's, two Steel Co's, and a ship 
building concern, were merged into the "British Fmpire Steel Corpor¬ 
ation. This outfit was recapitalized at an enormously high figure, 
and O was controlled by absentee ownership. Like many other such 
mergers, if was a deliberate steal. When the depression set in, tfte 
merger was dissolved, and one by one the smaller units have been pass¬ 
ing into the hands of Receiver-Liquidators. Right off the bat a wage 
cut is proposed to save the industry and the communities in ilhich 
they are located. These cuts have ranged from 10 to 36 $• In some 
cases the miners have resisted, but the companies, with the powerful 
backing of citizens committees, and the Press, have won out in the end; 
with the result that the miners' standard of living has fallen far 
below the necessary minumum. Only recently we have be^n investigating 
housing conditions in a nearby town. We found ninety people living 
in six small cottages. In another home we found J people occupying 
one room. And in another we discovered a nine year old eirl weighing 
oniy 4p pounds, a condition due solely to lack of proper nourishment 

mow h a re is the problem that is stumping us. As these companies 
pass into the hands of'Receivers, they claim immunity from doing 
business with the trade unions, and insist that all negotiations 
must be carried on with committees of the employees, in other w/ords, 

Compaby Unions. Their ^lan is J o hit one section at a time and with¬ 
in a year or so organized Labor will be completely smashed. Thi 3 is 
the sort of thing we have been fighting for the past few weeks. We 
have received information within the past few days which convinces us 
that these companies are using the Rankrupcy laws to put ov a r wage 
cuts, and also to take away from the miners the right to bargain 
collectively. Furthermore, under the plea of losing mon pv they 
have reduced the number of mine inspectors, with the result, that 
the number of fatal ties has increased sharply. In the first tw r o 
months of 1934 there were 69 of the total fatalities in 1933 . There 
have been three deaths in the past week. Although the merger was dissol¬ 
ved the companies are all under one management, which, of course, is 
not publicly admitted. Several enclosur-s will give you a little more 
information. I hope you will take time to read them. 

I have just returned from a five day convention of the Amalgamated 
Mine Workers of Nova Scotia. It was a stimulating experience. Thefe 
were 46 delegates representing 60 OO miners. A militant oolicy w as 






adopted and during the next few weeks we expect a show down with the 
coal operators. The miners mean to fight. They have become convinced 
that "they have nothing to lose but their chains." 

I received the release on the questionnaire. It is quite a document. 
I was very much interested in scanning the names, and I am glad to 
note some .gains over the first one. What a time you and Alma must hsv e 
had assembling the data 1 . 

Your New York and Chicago programmes look very interesting. It cer¬ 
tainly ought to help the W. T. . 

I wonder if you have had an onrortunity to see Wallace? 

What are your plans for the summer, Are you returning to Black Moun¬ 
tains?
